In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  made  comment  on  the  reorganisation 
of  the  Local  Government  and  also  made  some  preliminary  com¬ 
ments  about  the  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service.  This 
latter  reorganisation  will  very  considerably  alter  the  responsibilities 
of  Local  Government  where  the  health  of  the  Community  is  con¬ 
cerned.  The  double  reorganisation  will  mean  that  there  will  be 
vital  need  for  the  rebuilding  of  communication  between  the  new 
National  Health  Service  when  it  is  reorganised  in  April,  1974,  and 
the  new  Councils  forming  the  two-tier  of  Local  Government  whose 
functions  begin  on  the  same  date. 

Where  the  reorganised  National  Health  Service  is  concerned  no 
details  in  the  form  of  a  White  Paper  have  yet  appeared.  Working 
Parties  have,  however,  been  set  up  and  I  have  been  allowed  to  have 
a  preliminary  view  of  the  reports  of  two  of  these  Working  Parties 
which  consider  two  aspects  of  this  reorganisation.  These  Working 
Parties  are: 

(a)  The  Sub-Committe  on  Environmental  Health 

(b)  The  Sub-Committee  on  Personal  Social  Services. 

I  give  below  the  preliminary  comments  I  made  when  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Councils  I  serve.  My  comments  were  as  follows: 

In  the  fields  of  enquiry  of  both  these  Sub-Committees,  there  has 
always,  in  the  past,  been  the  accepted  principle  that  the  needs  of 
individual  members  of  the  community  where  public  health  is  con¬ 
cerned,  should  be  constantly  under  review  by  one  official,  the 
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Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  is  statutorily  responsible  for  advising 
his  Authority  about  these  matters. 

This  principle  and  the  implementation  of  schemes  to  promote 
the  public  health  has  been  eroded  already  as  is  pointed  out  in  the 
report  of  the  Personal  Social  Services  Sub-Committee  when  the 
need  for  collaboration  “  to  remedy  the  damage  caused  by  frag¬ 
mented  health  and  social  care  between  two  agencies  ”  was 
discussed. 

Again  this  principle  is  weakened  where  the  medical  aspects  of 
environmental  health  are  concerned  as  the  Environmental  Health 
Sub-Committee  considered  the  need  in  paragraph  2  of  their  report 
“  to  overcome  the  effect  of  the  split  of  responsibilities  between 
District  Authorities  and  the  National  Health  Service.  All  branches 
of  the  National  Health  Service  must  work  closely  with  District 
Authorities.” 

This  dilution  of  effective  medical  direction  of  the  Health  Services 
to  the  community  living  in  their  homes  cannot  be  “  effective 
management.”  The  control  of  an  outbreak  of  serious  infectious 
disease  cannot  be  undertaken  effectively  by  a  Committee  of 
laymen. 

SPECIFIC  COMMENTS  ON  THE  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUB-COMMITTEE  ON  ENVIRONMENTAL  HEALTH 

(1)  There  must  be  a  named  community  physician/medical  advisor 
for  each  Local  Government  District  Authority. 

(2)  He  must  be  allowed  to  give  his  advice  to  that  Authority  “  asked 
or  unasked  ”  on  any  topic  of  preventive  medicine  relevant  to 
the  functions  of  the  District  Council. 

The  appointed  Medical  Officer  must  have  a  close  and  detailed 
link  with  the  District  Council  and  their  officers.  He  must  also 
have  time  really  to  know  his  district  at  first  hand  and  not  be 
forced  to  rely  on  reports  from  non-medical  personnel. 

(3)  If  this  advice  is  ignored  by  the  District  Council  it  should  stand 
referred  to  the  Area  Consultative  Committee  provided  the  Chief 
Area  Medical  Officer  and  the  Area  Health  Authority  agree. 

(4)  In  times  of  public  health  emergency  the  appointed  medical 
officer  must  be  able  to  call  on  the  services  of  District  Council 
officials  particularly  Public  Health  Inspectors  as  of  right.  In 
the  same  way  he  must  be  able  to  call  on  the  services  of  the 
Area  Health  Authority  Nursing  Staff  as  of  right. 

The  appointed  medical  officer  will  no  longer  be  the  statutory 
leader  of  the  public  health  team  and  no  longer,  as  he  so 
often  does  nowadays,  have  overall  responsibility  for  the  Nurs¬ 
ing  Services  when  re-organisation  becomes  j»-operative. 
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(5)  It  seems  extraordinary  to  me  that  the  Environmental  Health 
Sub-Committee  felt  forced  to  agree  that  notifications  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  should  go  in  the  first  place  to  the  9mmt  Local 
Authority  and  not  to  the  appointed  medical  officer  direct,  as 
their  advisor  on  medical  matters.  Even  if  medical  ethics  alone 
are  considered,  this  sort  of  information  which  is  of  a  confiden¬ 
tial  type  and  may  need  urgent  action  should  proceed  from 
qualified  medical  practitioner  to  qualified  medical  practitioner. 

(6)  It  would  seem  to  me,  though  this  has  not  been  mentioned,  that 
there  will  be  a  need  for  a  named  medical  officer  at  County 
Council  level. 

SPECIFIC  COMMENTS  ON  THE  PERSONAL  SOCIAL 
SERVICES  SUB-COMMITTEE  REPORT 

(1)  The  weakness  of  the  conclusions  of  this  Committee  is  that 
while  a  general  consultative  committee  is  to  be  formed  there 
is  no  mention  of  the  need  for  a  medical  advisor  as  such  to  the 
County  Council.  County  Councils  at  the  present  time  need 
this  instant  medical  advice  daily.  This  is  unlikely  to  change. 

(2)  Without  effective  interaction  and  give  and  take  between  the 
Area  Health  Authority  and  the  County  Council  Social  Services 
Department  the  work  of  both  sides  will  become  progressively 
ineffective.  The  success  of  this  ground  work  will  largely  depend 
on  the  perfect  understanding  worked  out  by  an  officer’s  working 
party  continuously  in  session. 

(3)  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  report  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the 
School  Medical  Service  is  not  available.  It  seems  likely  that 
the  Education  Authority  will  need  an  appointed  medical  officer 
seconded  from  the  Area  Health  Authority.  This  appointed 
officer  could  surely  also  be  the  General  Purposes  Medical 
Advisor  to  the  County  Council. 

BOUNDARIES 

The  boundaries  of  the  Area  Health  Authority  and  the  County 
Council  coincide.  It  would,  in  every  way,  be  advantageous  for  the 
Health  Authority  Districts  to  coincide  with  Local  Authority  Dis¬ 
tricts.  The  probability  is  that  County  Council  Departments  will 
have  their  Area  Office  coinciding  with  Local  Authority  Districts 
and  if  both  major  authorities  delegated  sufficiently,  “  communion  ” 
on  the  periphery  would  be  enormously  facilitated. 

Members  of  District  Councils  may  wonder  why  I  mention 
matters  which  are  entirely  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 
I  do  so  because  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  always  been 
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encouraged  to  make  comment  on  any  matter  which  he  thinks 
affects  the  health  of  the  community  living  in  the  Districts  to 
which  he  is  appointed.  In  addition  to  this,  while  representatives 
of  our  Local  Councils  are  becoming  more  and  more  concerned 
with  the  alterations  in  Local  Government,  there  is  appalling 
ignorance  of  what  is  going  to  happen  to  the  National  Health 
Service.  Inevitably  there  will  be  disruption  to  the  Services  built 
up  by  Warwickshire  County  Council  since  1948 — Services  which 
provide  help  in  one  way  and  another  in  every  home  in  the  county. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

For  several  years  in  the  pre-ambles  to  my  Report,  I  have  made 
comment  on  the  difficulties  faced  by  the  Borough  of  Stratford-upon- 
Avon,  Alcester  and  Stratford-on-Avon  Rural  Districts  with  the 
increasing  problem  of  disposal  of  refuse.  Last  year  I  mentioned 
that  Consulting  Engineers  had  been  asked  by  the  three  Councils 
to  report  on  the  provision  of  a  refuse  incinerator.  This  report 
suggested  that  it  should  be  situated  in  the  parish  of  Wootton 
Wawen  and  understandably,  as  would  have  happened  where  ever 
the  incinerator  was  to  be  situated,  objection  has  been  made  by 
the  local  residents  who  fear  that  there  will  be  a  danger  to  their 
health  from  smoke,  noise,  increase  in  traffic  and  a  general  loss  of 
amenity  in  this  rural  part  of  the  area.  I  feel  that  this  disquiet  is 
unnecessary.  The  Consulting  Engineers  and  the  Councils  are  fully 
aware  of  the  need  to  protect  local  residents  in  every  possible  way. 
With  modern  and  scientific  control  of  what  might  be  a  nuisance, 
the  difficulties  envisaged  by  the  objectors  to  the  Scheme  will  not  in 
fact  occur. 

Of  course  it  is  right  that  the  public  should  take  a  keen  interest 
in  the  protection  of  the  environment  as  we  know  it  at  the  moment. 
The  practice  of  Public  Health  in  all  its  aspects  also  has  to  be  keenly 
on  the  watch.  However,  if  we  are  to  keep  our  present  way  of  life 
with  all  the  facilities  the  modern  way  of  life  requires  our  environ¬ 
ment  has  to  be  continuously  modified.  It  has  often  seemed  to  me 
when  listening  to  people  who  have  extreme  preservationist  views 
that  their  only  solution  would  be  to  revert  to  times  when  the 
production  of  fire  was  unknown. 

A  thought  must  be  spared  for  those  elected  members  of  Coun¬ 
cils  and  their  officers  who  have  to  strike  a  balance  between  the 
status  quo  of  a  minority  affected  by  an  incinerator  and  the  desperate 
situation  of  the  majority  if,  as  could  all  too  easily  happen,  refuse 
could  not  be  disposed  of  at  all.  Some  who  read  this  report  may 
have  seen  London  when  the  refuse  collectors  were  on  strike  a  few 
years  ago.

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STAFF

He  will  retire  early  next  year  after 
nearly  40  years’  service.  During  this  time  there  have  been  large 
improvements  in  the  Public  Health  facilities  in  the  Rural  District. 
He  has  constantly  been  full  of  enthusiasm  to  improve  Public 
Health  provision  for  the  community.  His  retirement  will  leave  a 
great  gap  in  the  service  of  this  part  of  the  county.  Like  everybody 
else  who  has  had  dealings  with  Mr.  Cooper,  I  offer  him  very  best 
wishes  for  a  happy  and  long  retirement.

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HOUSING  ACT,  1969— QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 

In  connection  with  controlled  tenancies  33  applications  were  received 
for  qualification  certificates  which  enables  a  landlord  to  apply  to  the 
Rent  Officer  for  the  registration  of  a  fair  rent  and  the  controlled  tenancy 
to  become  a  regulated  one.  All  the  dwellings  were  provided  with  the 
standard  amenities.  Seventeen  applications  were  approved  and  in  the 
remaining  16  cases  works  needed  to  be  carried  out  to  remedy  defects  that 
existed. 

During  the  year  43  certificates  were  issued  which  included  dwellings 
from  the  previous  year  where  approval  had  been  deferred. 

Four  applications  were  submitted  in  relation  to  dwellings  that  required 
works  to  be  done  to  provide  modern  amenities  that  were  lacking.  Two 
certificates  were  issued  after  the  completion  of  the  work  with  the  aid  of 
improvement  grants. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

Nineteen  informal  complaints  were  received  about  foreign  bodies  in 
articles  of  food,  of  foodstuffs  affected  with  mould  growth  and  other 
unsatisfactory  conditions. 

All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  representations  made  to  food 
manufacturers  or  retailers  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  complainants.  As  usual 
the  main  causes  for  the  sale  of  mould  affected  perishable  foods  were 
prolonged  storage  and  lapses  in  stock  rotation.  A  summary  of  the  informal 
complaints  is  as  follows:

DISINFESTATION  AND  DISINFECTION 

Eight  premises  were  treated  for  ants  and  39  premises  disinfested  for 
various  insect  pests.  Additionally,  the  department  was  called  upon  to 
deal  with  the  eradication  of  1  39  wasps’  nests. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  generally  hotels  and  restaurants 
are  given  a  twice  weekly  collection  service.  During  the  season  particularly 
where  storage  space  is  limited  the  refuse  is  removed  from  some  hotels  and 
restaurants  more  frequently. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  with  the  use  of  a 
mechanical  shovel  for  efficiency  on  the  land  at  Paddock  Lane.  Fly  and 
other  insect  pests  control  measures  with  approved  insecticides  are  carried 
out  daily  during  warm  weather  periods,  and  the  tip  is  subjected  to  frequent 
rodent  control  measures.

A  renewal  licence  was  issued  for  the  keeping  of  one  premise  as  a  pet 
shop. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  alleged  noise  nuisances  in 
16  separate  situations.  Detailed  investigations  were  carried  out  but  in 
some  cases  the  existence  of  a  statutory  noise  nuisance  was  not  substan¬ 
tiated.  A  new  complaint  related  to  the  noise  emitted  from  automatic  bird 
scaring  devices  used  to  protect  a  considerable  acreage  of  young  sprout 
plants  from  ravages  of  wood  pigeons.  The  devices  were  not  operated  during 
the  hours  of  darkness  and  a  judicious  re-siting  helped  to  ameliorate  the 
situation.  An  overhaul  and  renewal  of  defective  parts  of  a  ventilating 
extractor  system  abated  another  source  of  noise  nuisance. 

The  holding  of  the  steam  fair  in  July  off  the  Warwick  Road  brought 
complaints  from  occupants  of  nearby  houses.  The  generally  acceptable  fair¬ 
ground  noise  was  not  the  real  cause  for  complaint  but  the  siting  of  Diesel 
generators  in  close  proximity  to  the  dwellings.  As  a  result  the  noise  level 
in  the  gardens  was  high  with  a  constant  vibratory  tone  and  gave  a  marked 
increase  in  the  normal  background  level  of  50  dBA  to  around  72  dBA. 
The  noise  levels  in  a  living  room  and  bedroom  of  a  nearby  house  with 
double  glazing  were  44  dBA  and  40  dBA  respectively  when  it  is  accepted 
that  a  measured  noise  level  of  35  dBA  in  such  rooms  should  not  be 
exceeded  for  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  time  at  night  time.  The  Council 
gave  careful  and  sympathetic  considerations  to  the  situation  created  by 
the  holding  of  a  steam  fair  on  this  particular  site. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

In  August  this  year  the  redesigned  and  greatly  enlarged  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Milcote  was  commissioned.  Now  that  the  works  are  in  full  flood 
the  problems  of  the  Borough  are  greatly  relieved  particularly  as  develop¬ 
ment  continues  and  the  extra  treatment  capacity  will,  in  the  next  few 
years,  be  fully  used. 

Unfortunately,  a  certain  amount  of  trouble  arose  due  to  a  whining 
noise  from  the  gear  boxes  in  the  aeration  tanks.  While  this  noise  was 
submerged  by  normal  surrounding  noises  during  the  day  time  it  was  par¬ 
ticularly  disturbing  at  night  to  people  living  nearby.  As  an  experiment  one 
of  the  gearboxes  was  shrouded  and  this  seemed  to  produce  considerable 
relief.  The  other  gear  boxes  are  to  be  dealt  with  in  a  similar  fashion  and 
it  is  hoped  thereby  that  the  nuisance  will  be  resolved.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

An  increased  bonus  payment  is  now  being  made  in  order  to  secure  a  nine, 
day  refuse  collection  service. 

The  incinerator  project  with  adjoining  authorities  reported  upon  last 
year  has  not  yet  materialised.  A  planning  application  has  been  made  but 
the  result  of  this  is  not  yet  known.  Many  objections  have  been  made.  The 
finding  of  suitable  sites  for  refuse  tips  is  most  difficult. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACTS,  1956  AND  1968 

Recording  apparatus  is  still  maintained  in  Alcester  and  Studley.  During 
the  year  under  the  Height  of  Chimney  Regulations  two  applications  were 
received,  one  was  approved  with  modification  and  the  other  one  withdrawn. 

One  prosecution  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  was  made,  because  a  firm 
from  Birmingham  was  found  to  be  burning  plastic  material  in  an  isolated 
part  of  the  district.  The  firm  was  fined  £25  and  £5  advocates’  fee. 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 

Arrangements  with  a  firm  of  vehicle  dismantles  is  still  in  operation 
for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  vehicles  in  the  sum  of  £2  each.  During 
the  year  11  vehicles  were  removed  by  this  firm  and  26  vehicles  by  the 
owners.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


An  increased  bonus  payment  is  now  being  made  in  order  to  secure  a 
nine-day  collection  service.  This  is  being  maintained.  A  new  refuse  vehicle 
is  due  for  delivery  in  early  1972,  this  being  60  cu.  yd.  capacity.  The  general 
maintenance  of  the  refuse  vehicles  will  be  more  severe  during  1972  as 
this  is  when  the  Plating  and  Testing  of  Vehicles  legislation  is  brought  into 
operation.  Some  difficulties  can  be  foreseen  and  although  the  Council 
have  a  spare  vehicle  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  not  result  in  undue  delays 
being  caused. 

At  the  present  time  the  availability  of  tipping  space  is  a  very  serious 
problem.  Ten  years  ago  the  following  appeared  in  this  Annual  Report. 
“  The  provision  of  an  incinerator  plant  in  order  to  prolong  the  life  of  the 
tip  is  now  indefinitely  deferred.”  Another  site  for  a  refuse  tip  was  obtained 
at  Kinwarton  and  this  is  being  filled  twice  as  quickly  as  anticipated.  Several 
other  sites  have  been  mentioned  and  it  is  impossible  to  satisfy  the  demands 
of  the  Planning  and  River  Authorities.  The  demands  from  these  Authorities 
virtually  means  that  there  are  no  new  controlled  refuse  tipping  sites  available 
in  this  district.  In  less  than  a  year  the  present  tip  will  be  filled.  In  order 
to  carry  out  this  essential  service  it  will  be  necessary  for  one  of  the 
Authorities  to  give  way  in  their  requirements  even  if  a  willing  owner  of 
land  can  be  located  in  this  short  time  available. 

In  early  1969  all  authorities  in  Southern  Warwickshire  including  the 
County  Planners  met  with  a  view  to  investigating  the  problem  of  refuse 
disposal.  After  many  deliberations  it  was  decided  to  be  most  appropriate 
for  this  area  to  join  with  Stratford  Borough  and  Rural  District  in  a  joint 
scheme.  Consultants  were  employed  and  a  final  decision  made  to  have  a 
refuse  incinerator  plant  at  Wootton  Wawen.  This  is  at  the  present  time 
being  considered  at  some  length  by  the  County  Planners. 

The  refuse  disposal  position  in  this  district  is  most  acute  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  have  at  least  some  temporary  solution  during  1972.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  water  supply  in  the  Rural  District  comes  under  the  control  of  the 
East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company.  There  have  been  no  problems 
about  the  quality  of  the  water,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  in  the  Bidford- 
on-Avon  area  this  water  is  fluoridated.  It  is  hoped  in  due  course  that  the 
rest  of  the  Rural  District  will  have  water  that  is  similarly  treated. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

As  I  have  reported  in  the  past,  the  main  centres  of  population  in  the 
Rural  District  have  modernised  sewerage  and  sewage  treatment.  Unfor¬ 
tunately  where  the  small  villages  are  concerned  there  has  been  the  most 
depressing  delay  in  the  provision  of  modern  arrangements.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  year  a  local  investigation  was  held  by  one  of  the  Department’s 
Engineering  Inspectors  and  approval  was  given  for  the  village  schemes  with 
commendable  speed.  These  schemes  are  in  three  parts: 

(a)  The  Southern  area  villages  discharging  to  the  Bidford-on-Avon  sewage 
disposal  works. 

(b)  The  Northern  area  villages  discharging  to  the  Studley  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  and  to  the  Spernal  sewage  disposal  works  of  the  Redditch 
New  Town. 

(c)  The  Central  area  scheme  discharging  to  the  Alcester  sewage  works. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  now  busy  in  producing  detailed  plans,  and 

it  is  hoped  that  there  will  not  be  any  undue  delay  before  tenders  are 
invited  and  the  schemes  can  be  put  into  effect.  There  may,  however,  be 
some  delay  where  the  Central  area  scheme  is  concerned,  since  final 
approval  has  been  held  up  due  to  the  need  to  provide  a  central  plan  for 
mechanical  de-watering  of  sludge.

Following  the  increase  of  the  amount  allowable  for  discretionary  grants, 
which  is  now  up  to  a  maximum  of  £1,000,  there  has  been  a  greater  number 
of  applications  during  1971.  The  number  of  applications  have  increased  by 
as  much  as  55  per  cent  and  every  encouragement  is  given  to  owners  to 
improve  their  property.  Although  the  majority  of  houses  in  this  rural 
district  enjoy  the  basic  standard  amenities  there  are  many  that  fall  short 
of  the  twelve  point  standard.  At  the  present  time  persuasion  and  publicity 
is  the  only  way  in  which  one  can  implement  the  twelve  point  standard 
through  interested  owners.  It  is  hoped  that  in  any  future  housing  legisla¬ 
tion  this  standard  or  a  move  towards  the  twelve  points  would  become  the 
Standard  of  Fitness  so  that  this  section  of  the  housing  acts  could  be  made 
more  use  of  with  a  view  to  ultimate  improvement  and  a  better  standard 
of  housing  for  tomorrow. 

The  Council  commenced  their  programme  of  improving  and  modernising 
the  pre  1955  houses  as  far  as  possible  up  to  full  “  Parker-Morris  ”  standard. 
Some  of  this  work  is  being  undertaken  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  whilst 
outside  architects  are  being  employed  for  some  of  the  larger  contracts. 
The  total  number  of  houses  involved  is  515,  ten  have  been  completed,  ten 
are  under  contract,  and  a  further  88  houses  are  shortly  to  be  programmed. 
This  work  has  been  given  some  priority  and  is  to  proceed  with  all  speed 
as  fast  as  resources  will  permit. 
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LOCAL  AUTHORITY  HOUSING 


The  Council’s  housing  stock  increased  by  77  dwellings  during  the  year 
bringing  the  total  dwellings  owned  by  the  Authority  up  to  1,101.  This 
is  an  increase  of  7.5  per  cent  and  when  the  four  under  construction  are 
completed  together  with  future  contracts  of  nine  dwellings  it  will  make  a 
total  of  1,114  houses  under  Council  ownership.  Numerous  enquiries  have 
been  made  regarding  the  sale  of  Council  Houses  and  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  six  houses  were  being  negotiated  for  purchase  by  the  sitting  tenants. 

Extensions  to  the  Old  People’s  Community  Centre  at  Stour  Court  have 
been  completed  which  now  provide  a  total  of  40  units  complete  with  a 
new  audio-intercommunication  system.  There  is  a  central  warden’s  house 
and  with  the  additional  13  units  that  have  been  provided  it  has  been 
necessary  to  employ  a  Deputy  Warden  to  cover  the  time  when  the  Warden 
is  not  available. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1957 
SLUM  CLEARANCE 

There  is  no  problem  of  slum  clearance  in  this  district  as  such  and 
isolated  cases  of  unfit  houses  are  dealt  with  as  they  arise.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  repair  and  improvement  of  property  where  this  is  possible 
and  demolition  only  considered  to  be  the  answer  where  this  is  absolutely 
necessary  after  having  considered  all  aspects  of  the  individual  case  involved.

DRAINS  AND  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  the  provision 
of  and  alterations  to  existing  drainage  systems  within  the  villages  where 
new  sewers  are  being  provided.  It  is  the  Council’s  policy  to  install  the  new 
systems  at  the  time  the  public  sewer  is  laid  so  that  full  use  is  made  of 
the  sewers  and  sewage  works  immediately  they  are  commissioned. 

Isolated  farms  and  cottages  take  advantage  of  the  Council’s  scheme 
whereby  such  properties  can  have  their  septic  tanks  emptied  free  of  charge 
once  every  two  years  if  this  is  required  by  outside  contractors  employed 
by  the  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

At  present  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  made  throughout  the  district 
and  disposed  of  at  two  tips.  One  of  these  is  placed  centrally  for  the  district 
and  the  other  serves  the  southern  parishes.  The  majority  of  refuse  at  the 
moment  is  collected  from  the  standard  type  of  dust  bin  which  is  most 
unhygienic  and  creates  a  health  hazard  for  the  operatives.  An  experiment 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year  with  the  use  of  paper  sacks  and 
plastic  sacks  as  liners  to  a  “  tufftub.”  The  results  of  this  are  that  the 
Council  have  decided  from  both  the  economical  and  practical  point  of 
view  to  implement  a  full  plastic  sack  bin  liner  scheme  for  the  whole  of 
the  rural  district  and  to  be  fully  operative  by  March,  1974.  There  is  no 
bonus  scheme  payment  operated  by  the  Council  for  the  men  carrying  out 
refuse  collection  and  disposal  but  with  the  advent  of  local  government 
reorganisation  there  could  be  scope  for  further  rationalisation  of  the 
service  and  such  a  scheme  introduced  with  the  amalgamating  authorities 
in  the  future. 
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NIGHTSOIL  COLLECTION 

There  is  no  nightsoil  collection  system  organised  or  necessary  in  the 
district.  The  general  practice  is  for  the  tenants  of  the  few  remaining  proper¬ 
ties  with  pail  closets  to  dispose  of  the  contents  of  the  pails  in  the  gardens 
of  the  dwellings.  Most  properties  have  septic  tank  systems  of  drainage 
where  the  public  sewer  is  not  available,  so  the  problem  of  nightsoil 
disposal  does  not  exist. 


CAMPING  AND  CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  no  camping  sites  licensed  in  the  area  but  there  are  18 
individual  sites  that  are  registered  for  one  caravan  only.  These  sites  have 
only  temporary  planning  consents  as  it  is  the  general  planning  policy  of  this 
area  that  evisting  uses  in  this  pleasant  rural  district  shall  be  preserved.  These 
caravans  are  usually  occupied  either  by  relatives  of  the  occupiers  of 
adjacent  houses,  or  by  people  employed  in  agriculture.  Two  planning 
applications  to  set  up  permanent  large  scale  caravan  sites  in  the  are  have 
been  refused. 

The  Caravan  Club  have  issued  eight  certificates  for  sites  in  this  district 
under  paragraph  5  of  the  first  schedule  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960.  One  such  certificated  site  has  given  rise  to 
considerable  complaint  in  the  respective  village  and  I  understand  that  the 
Caravan  Club  will  not  be  renewing  the  licence. 


OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

There  are  79  registered  premises  in  the  area  which  are  inspected  from 
time  to  time,  and  minor  contraventions  are  dealt  with  informally.  It  is 
hoped  next  year  to  carry  out  a  general  inspection  of  all  premises  in  the 
district  and  so  bring  all  the  existing  records  up  to  date.

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A  full  survey  and  general  inspection  of  all  food  premises  is  to  be 
undertaken  in  the  coming  year  in  an  endeavour  not  only  to  see  that  exist¬ 
ing  legislation  is  complied  with  but  to  tiy  and  improve  standards  and  make 
the  trade  more  aware  of  their  responsibility  towards  the  general  public. 
Particular  attention  is  also  to  be  paid  in  the  rotation  of  perishable  foods 
and  the  date  coding  of  existing  stocks  at  the  time  of  the  survey.  Concern 
has  been  expressed  by  the  Council  who  have  taken  out  three  successful 
prosecutions  against  retailers  selling  food  contrary  to  Section  2  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Details  of  this  survey  will  be  included  in  next 
year’s  Annual  Report. 


Public  Houses  and  Hotels 

The  number  of  licensed  premises  in  the  area  remain  static  at  28,  although 
one  is  due  to  close  in  the  coming  year.  I  am  pleased  to  report  a  happy 
arrangement  of  co-operation  between  this  department  and  the  licensing 
justices  through  their  Clerk  whereby  copies  of  inspection  reports  are  made 
available  for  the  licensing  authority.  As  intimated  above  a  survey  is  to  be 
undertaken  with  the  Public  Houses  and  Hotels  as  a  first  priority.  Last 
year  I  referred  to  the  increasing  numbers  of  meals  and  snacks  being 
prepared  and  the  need  for  more  than  the  normal  routine  visits  by  inspectors 
to  ensure  a  good  standard  of  hygiene  is  maintained.

Milk  and  Dairies 

All  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  are 
issued  by  the  Warwickshire  County  Council.  Full  co-operation  is  main¬ 
tained  between  the  County  Council  and  this  Council  and  records  are  kept 
of  licences  issued  or  cancelled. 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  samples  taken  in  this  area 
during  the  year.  Twelve  samples  were  submitted  for  biological  examination 
all  of  which  were  reported  as  a  negative  result  for  tubercle  bacilli,  sixteen 
samples  of  milk  were  examined  for  both  brucella  infections  and  antibiotics 
all  of  which  proved  negative.

1.  Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district.  Both  are  in  good  structural  order  although  some  minor  repairs 
have  been  necessary.

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Prevention  of  Damages  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  is  implemented  in  the 
area  and  the  Council  employ  a  full-time  Rodent  Operative,  who  works 
under  the  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  The  operator  carries 
out  survey  work  and  treatment  and  is  assisted  by  additional  staff  when 
sewer  treatments  are  carried  out.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  treatment 
of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  disposal  works.  A  free  domestic 
service  is  operated,  but  farm  and  business  premises  are  dealt  with  under 
a  contract  system.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Supply  of  Water 

The  supply  authority  in  this  area  is  the  South  Warwickshire  Water 
Board  and  has  been  since  they  took  over  this  responsibility  in  1963.  Water 
is  drawn  from  the  North  Cotswold  Rural  District,  Ebrington  Springs,  a 
borehole  at  Stratford-on-Avon  and  more  recently  the  supply  can  be  supple¬ 
mented  from  Leamington  Spa.  This  latter  source  was  made  available  to  the 
district  about  three  years  ago  and  with  this  comprenhensive  network  of 
mains  the  supply  has  been  sufficient  in  quantity. 

Quality  of  Water 

Weekly  check  samples  are  taken  by  the  Water  Board  for  analysis  and 
there  have  been  no  reports  of  unsatisfactory  conditions.  The  water  is  classed 
as  “  hard  ”  and  although  investigations  were  carried  out  with  regard  to  the 
installation  of  water  softening  equipment  this  was  not  proceeded  with  owing 
to  cost.  Another  factor  that  arose  at  the  time  of  this  discussion  by  the 
Water  Board  was  the  fact  that  a  recent  article  had  been  published  in  the 
“  Lancet  ”  about  the  relation  of  the  incidence  of  thrombosis  to  the  soft 
water  areas  in  the  County. 

All  the  public  supplies  are  chlorinated  at  source  but  none  of  the  water 
is  fluoridated  by  application  in  any  way.  There  has  been  no  action  necessary 
for  contamination  of  water  supplies  in  the  district. 

SEWERAGE 

Good  progress  is  being  made  towards  the  Council’s  aim  of  having  all  the 
Rural  District  area  fully  sewered.  Since  the  installation  of  the  comprehensive 
water  scheme  which  was  completed  in  the  early  sixties  the  Council  have 
steadily  moved  towards  their  goal  of  sewering  the  district.  This  achievement 
for  which  they  can  be  rightly  proud  will  come  to  fruition  within  the  next 
two/three  years  when  the  Barton-on-the-Heath  and  Wolfords  sewerage 
scheme  is  complete. 

The  sewerage  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Whichford  and  Ascott  is  well 
under  way  and  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  1972.  The  contract  value 
for  this  scheme  is  £78,860  representing  a  cost  £680  per  house. 

The  scheme  for  Barton-on-the-Heath  and  the  Wolfords  has  been  submitted 
to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  approval  and  following  a  sub¬ 
sequent  meeting  it  appeared  that  the  scheme  as  submitted  was  satistactory 
in  principle  but  a  request  was  made  that  the  neighbouring  village  of 
Todenham  should  also  be  included  in  the  final  scheme.  As  Todenham 
village  is  in  the  neighbouring  North  Cotswold  R.D.C.  area  and  collectively 
would  fall  into  the  future  Severn  Regional  Water  Authority  this  seems  to 
be  a  very  satisfactory  way  of  dealing  with  these  villages  but  nevertheless  it 
will  mean  a  delay  of  a  few  months  in  finalising  the  whole  scheme.  It  is 
anticipated  that  tenders  will  be  called  for  during  the  autumn  of  1972.  The 
estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  £212,475  of  which  £155,468  is  the  appor¬ 
tion  cost  to  this  Authority.  This  work  is  being  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
own  staff. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  plans,  bills  of  quantities  and  all  contract  docu¬ 
ments  had  been  completed  ready  for  tender  stage  for  the  provision  of  a 
small  pumping  station  and  a  short  length  of  rising  main  at  Ilmington.  This 
is  a  replacement  for  a  small  “  housing  site  type  ”  sewage  works  which  had 
become  obsolete  and  overloaded.  The  sewage  will  then  drain  to  the  main 
village  scheme.  This  sewage  works  was  first  installed  some  16  years  ago 
and  plans  are  now  in  hand  for  the  enlargement  of  these  works  which  is 
necessary  because  of  the  growth  in  house  building  and  ensuing  additional 
population.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Council’s  programme  endeavouring  to  provide  adequate  sewerage 
and  sewage  treatment  in  the  Rural  District  continues.  Most  of  the  villages 
in  the  Rural  District  have  adequate  schemes  but  a  few  of  the  larger 
villages,  where  there  is  considerable  development  and  where  sewers  and 
sewage  treatment  has  been  in  being  for  some  years,  need  additional 
facilities.  The  following  schemes  have  been  working  during  the  year. 

1.  Alderminster  and  Whitchurch 

This  is  a  full  scheme  providing  new  sewers  and  new  sewage  disposal 
works  in  villages  where  there  has  not  been  this  provision  previously.  By 
the  end  of  the  year  the  final  stages  were  being  reached  at  the  sewage  works 
and  all  the  sewers  were  functioning.  House  connections  were  about  to  be 
started. 

2.  Wellesbourne 

In  Wellesbourne,  where  there  has  been  sewage  treatment  for  a  number 
of  years,  the  works  are  completely  out  of  date  and  inadequate  and  the 
opportunity,  while  enlarging  the  works,  has  been  taken  to  bring  the  sewage 
from  neighbouring  villages  since  there  will  be  sufficient  capacity  at  the 
works  to  cope.  These  villages  are  Loxley,  Hampton  Lucy  and  Charlecote. 
The  work  at  Wellesbourne  is,  therefore,  in  three  parts. 

(a)  the  provision  of  new  sewers  in  Loxley,  Hampton  Lucy  and  Charlecote 
and  providing  a  pumping  rising  main  to  Wellesbourne. 

(b)  the  reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  works  with  an  increased 
population  of  perhaps  5,000  in  Wellesbourne  to  be  provided  for. 

(c)  the  provision  of  a  new  trunk  valley  sewer  to  replace  the  existing 
inadequate  sewer. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  new  sewers  for  the  village  were  going  well. 
It  was  hoped  to  have  the  design  and  drawings  of  the  new  works  completed 
soon  after  the  beginning  of  1972.  Work  on  the  trunk  valley  sewer  was 
proceeding  satisfactorily. 

3.  Wootton  Wawen 

The  new  disposal  works  at  Wootton  Wawen  were  completed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and  the  works  were  in  full  operation.  The  provision 
of  these  new  works  will  enable  development  to  take  place  in  the  nearby 
village  of  Henley-in-Arden. 

4.  Ardens  Grafton  and  Temple  Grafton 

New  sewage  and  sewage  treatment  for  these  two  villages  is  to  be 
undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Alcester  Rural  District  as  has  been 
reported  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  A  Department  Engineer  held  an 
enquiry  into  these  schemes  in  the  Alcester  Rural  District  at  the  beginning 
of  1971  and  approval  has  been  given  to  proceed.  Unfortunately,  further 
progress  has  been  slow. 

5.  Long  Marston 

The  village  of  Long  Marston  itself  receives  no  adequate  treatment  of 
sewage  although  within  the  parish  there  is  a  sewage  treatment  works  which 
has  been  receiving  sewage  from  a  large  Department  of  Defence  Camp 
nearby.  These  works  have  now  been  purchased  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
and  it  is  hoped  after  some  enlargement  to  be  able  to  use  them  for  the 
village  of  Long  Marston  as  well  as  Quinton  and  the  Army  Camp.

At  the  end  of  the  year  approval  had  been  obtained  from  the  Severn 
River  Authority  to  discharge  effluent  from  the  works  under  suitable 
conditions.  These  conditions  are  relatively  stringent  since  the  Army  Camp 
has  a  Bailey  Bridge  Preservation  Plant,  the  effluent  from  which  is  classified 
as  “  trade  waste.” 

6.  Hockley  Heath/ Blythe  Valley  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
Scheme 

The  parish  of  Hockley  Heath  has,  at  the  moment,  no  main  drainage  but 
it  will  be  linked  to  this  Blythe  Valley  Scheme  to  be  provided  by  the  County 
Borough  of  Solihull.  Eventually  some  750  houses  in  the  parish  will  drain 
to  these  new  sewers  treatment  taking  place  outside  the  boundary  of  the 
parish. 

The  Council  have  been  in  some  difficulty  deciding  the  order  of  priority 
for  this  scheme  since  there  is  so  much  other  work  in  hand.  Eventually  it 
was  decided  to  place  this  scheme  on  the  list  of  other  schemes  to  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Council’s  three  year  capital  projects  programme. 

7  Future  Capital  Work  Scheme  of  Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council,  during  the  year,  gave  consideration  to  the  future  programme 
of  work  to  be  undertaken  under  this  heading  during  the  three  year  period 
1971/73.  These  schemes  will  probably  be 
The  Tidbury  Green/ Blythe  Valley  Scheme  which  has  already  been 
mentioned. 

The  Long  Marston  and  Dorsington  Scheme  now  that  the  Army  works 
are  in  the  Council’s  possession. 

The  new  sewer  in  the  industrial  part  of  the  village  of  Kineton  and  a  relief 
sewer  for  this  village  where  the  existing  sewers  receive  much  surface  water 
and  are  inclined  to  become  surcharged  in  times  of  heavy  rain. 

There  are  other  minor  schemes  in  the  Parish  of  Bearley,  Old  Stratford 
and  Drayton  and  Beaudesert  which  need  consideration  but  these  will 
only  be  extensions  to  existing  schemes. 

The  village  of  Langley  after  all  these  schemes  are  completed  will  be  the 
only  village  not  sewered  in  the  Rural  District. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Water  to  the  Rural  District  is  supplied  by  two  water  authorities — the 
South  Warwickshire  Water  Board  and  the  Birmingham  City  Water 
Undertaking.  Supplies  of  water  have  been  ample  and  the  quality  has  been 
sound.  No  difficulties  have  arisen  during  the  year 

The  very  few  properties  which  are  not  on  mains  water  are  either  supplied 
by  wells  with  effective  treatment  provided  by  the  owners;  some  owners 
still  strangely  prefer  to  continue  with  well  water.  Other  properties  not  on 
main  water  into  the  houses  are  those  few  properties  on  the  slum  clearance 
list.
